Park and camp? 

Council consider alternative use for park and ride site

WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land could soon become 
a mecca for campervans 
and motor homes if plans 
to make better use of 
council car parks are car¬ 
ried through. 

Borough councillors 
have already backed the 
idea of offering parking 
spaces specifically dedi¬ 
cated to motorhomes at 
Lodmoor and other car 
parks. 

Now Dorset County 
Council has revealed that 
welcoming motorhomes 
is one of the ideas it is 


considering to boost use 
at its Mount Pleasant 
park and ride site. 

County traffic manager 
Matthew Piles said: “We 
are looking at a number 
of ways to make the Park 
and Ride site more viable 
and will be considering 
overnight parking as an 
option.” 

The motorhome idea 
already meets with one 
resident’s approval be¬ 


cause Brian Mills of Cas- 
siobury Road has just 
written to the council 
suggesting such an ap¬ 
proach to make fuller use 
of Mount Pleasant by en¬ 
couraging campervans to 
park in designated areas 
and stay overnight. 

Such use could be lim¬ 
ited to five vans at any 
one time, he said, and 
further limited to two or 
three nights. 

He added: “At present 
this facility is underused 
so there is the opportu¬ 
nity to develop a limited 
scheme of an “aire” or 
“stallinplatz” as is so 
widely available on the 
continent in many towns. 

“In terms of security 
the park and ride can be 
locked each evening and 
opened in the morning so 
campervans could not 
enter or leave during the 
time it is not open. When 
the site is locked in the 
evening it would be a 
quick and easy job to 
check that all the vans in 
the designated area had 
paid their fee and not 
overstayed their time. 
Travellers-gypsies are 
not a problem in similar 
installations on the conti¬ 
nent. 

“This should be seen as 
a facility and not a 
money-making exercise, 
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so costs could be kept to 
a minimum, say £5 per 
night. This could be paid 
by meter, with each 
campervan showing a 
ticket in their wind¬ 
screen. On the continent 
these ‘aires’ are well used 
and bring tourists and 
money into the area. 

“In terms of facilities, 
there are already toilets at 
the park and ride, so the 
only additional facilities 
would be a chemical toi¬ 
let disposal and a water 
tap. 

“This is the sort of fa¬ 
cility which once shown 
to work would be 
adopted by many other 
councils as a simple 
means of using under-

• HOW did you start in the business of restoring 
buildings? 

When I started college I worked on Sevenoaks Manor 
in Kent and was fascinated by the garden walls built 
from lime mortar and saw they were still standing the 
test of time. From that point I wanted to understand 
more about old traditional masonry and the use of lime 
mortar. I realised that old properties are very unique 
and have their own story. 

• WHAT makes you love your work? 

I have a real creative and artistic flare so restoration just 
seems the perfect thing to stimulate the mind. I seem 
to have this talent where I am able to visualise the end 
result. There is always something different to learn and 
discover every day - the art is trying to perfectly match 
the workmanship of the tradesmen before us. Also, it's 
the realisation that I am preserving our heritage. I can 
honestly say I love it with a passion. 

• WHAT kind of problems do you find with old 
buildings and how do you deal with them? 

One of the most difficult issues with restoring is when 
an attempt has been made by someone who has no 
time or passion or understanding for this kind work. 
Simple materials need a simple solution. 

• WHAT is the most interesting building you have 
worked on, and why? 

The most interesting building I've worked on is Leeds 
castle, voted the most beautiful in the world. But in all 
honestly the most intriguing work I do is when I have a 
client who is as enthusiastic as I am about their home 
and understands what I am doing. 

• WHAT made you move to New Zealand? 

The lifestyle, the great outdoors, and to give my chil¬ 
dren a fairy tale childhood where they could walk 
around barefoot. I also thought it would be a great 
place to use my skills to create new quirky properties 
in such a beautiful natural backdrop. 



• HOW did you discover Bridport? 

My friend Jill moved to Broadwindsor and she started 
telling us how great the area was with its friendly at¬ 
mosphere, markets, music cafes, great coastline, 
beaches, quirky people, festivals, etc. all topped off with 
beautiful Dorset properties. So I went for a visit.

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Council unveil plans Tor better future' 


A PLAN to boost the economy has been launched. 

It sets out four draft priorities that will help West 
Dorset and Weymouth & Portland become more pros¬ 
perous. 

These include attracting better paid jobs, making 
town centres more vibrant, supporting businesses and 
improving infrastructure like transport and broad¬ 
band. 

These targets have been set out in the joint “Priori¬ 
ties for Economic Growth Plan”, which has this 
month been backed by West Dorset District Council 
and Weymouth and Portland Borough Council. It was 
drawn-up after asking businesses for their views and 
will be shaped by ongoing talks with them. A detailed 
delivery plan for 2014 onwards is currently being de¬ 
veloped. 

The plan will now be considered by business leaders 
at the Dorset Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP). It 
is hoped that Weymouth & Portland and West 


Dorset’s priorities will be included in their Dorset 
Growth Strategy. 

This Dorset-wide strategy will be used by the pri¬ 
vate-sector-led partnership to negotiate for a share of 
the Government’s £2 billion Local Growth Fund. 

Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, said: “Increasing economic prosperity in West 
Dorset is a top priority. Increasing the number of bet¬ 
ter paid jobs is vital, which is why we are working to 
attract companies interested in moving here, securing 
sites for development and supporting existing busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Ian Munro-Price, Economic Development 
Briefholder at Weymouth & Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil, said: “Setting priorities that show how we can im¬ 
prove our economic prosperity is very important. 
Weymouth and Portland is a fantastic place to do 
business and improving our economy is a top prior¬ 
ity. 


“Now is the time for us to capitalise on massive in¬ 
frastructure improvements, like the relief road, and 
do all we can to attract more businesses and better 
paid jobs to our borough.” 

The Dorset Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) will 
be drawing up its Dorset Growth Strategy this au¬ 
tumn. The Government has confirmed that £2 billion 
will be available nationally for 2015/16 from the 
Local Growth Fund. The Dorset LEP has also been 
allocated 47.3 million Euros over seven years from 
2014-2020 to boost the county’s economy. 

The West Dorset District Council and Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Council’s “Priorities for Eco¬ 
nomic Growth” plan is available to view online by

The plan was approved by Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council on September 3rd and by West 
Dorset District Council on September 10th. 


Would you pay to watch beach quadbike event? 


WEYMOUTH and Portland council 
wants people’s views on new propos¬ 
als for a quad bike event on Weymouth 
Beach which include charging to see 
it. 

Last year’s quad bike event was a 
success and this year organisers are 
looking at ways to invest further and 
make it even bigger and better. 

They say they are passionate about 
establishing and developing a major 
motor sport event in Weymouth that 
will attract top international riders and 
drivers. 

But to make this happen they say 
they would need to charge a fee to 
spectators because without sponsors 


and-or gated ticketed entry there is no 
guarantee that the event can be staged 
in the future. 

Weymouth and Portland tourism 
spokesman Councillor Ian Bruce said 
that increasing investment opportuni¬ 
ties can be an additional way for the 
borough council to make activities sus¬ 
tainable and create a greater economic 
worth for the borough. 

He added: “The prospect of being 
able to fund events like this from a 
spectator entrance fee is by way of an 
experiment to see whether we can 
make our events and festivals even 
better without relying on taxpayers’ 
money. 


“I am delighted that there are plans 
for the quad bikes to come back for a 
second year as the event was clearly 
popular with visitors.” 

The proposal is for 1.8 metre heras 
fencing covered in material, similar to 
that around the Live Site during the 
2012 Olympics, to be put up along the 
Esplanade from the Pavilion end of the 
beach to the Jubilee Clock. 

The fencing would be placed 
halfway across the promenade with 
one side for fee-paying spectators and 
the other retained for the general pub¬ 
lic. 

Members of the public are being 
asked for views on this proposal and 


the borough council will make a deci¬ 
sion in line with the general consensus 
of opinion. 

The event is due to be staged on Feb¬ 
ruary 22nd-23rd, 2014, with part of the 
beach closed to the public for the quad 
bikes. 

The fencing would be up between 
February 21st-24th and consultation 
on the idea will close on Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 11th.

used park and ride cen¬ 
tres and also attracting 
yet another group of 
tourists to their area.” 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land transport 

spokesman Councillor 
Christine James said she 
and parking and trans¬ 
port head Chris Graves 
were both keen to see 
motor homes and 
campervans encouraged 
to stay in car parks 
overnight and so spend 
more money. 

The council’s manage¬ 
ment committee has al¬ 
ready backed “flexible 
use of parking stock” to 
find other revenue 
streams to counter under¬ 
use including “mo- 
torhome dedicated 
parking spaces”. A wide 
range of other measures 
is also being considered 
from drive-in-movies to 
Shakespeare in the Car 
Park at sites such as the 
Swannery, Lodmoor or 


the Nothe. 

Councillor James said 
she had talked to Mr 
Mills and thanked him 
for his idea, an approach 
she said management 
committee had already 
discussed. 

She added: “I have 
talked with Chris Graves 
and we both agree that 
motor homes and 
campervans parking up 
in a car park overnight is 
a popular feature on the 
continent. 

“If DCC is now consid¬ 
ering such an idea for 
Mount Pleasant then we 
will have no hesitation in 
working with them on 
this. 

“For us the situation is 
very simple. Weymouth 
has to evolve. It is all 
about price, place and 
product. What we want 
to do is use car parks as 
more than just a piece of 
tarmac we put vehicles 
on. We want to improve 
what we offer and attract 


more visitors in. 

“Historically our car 
parks are quiet after 6pm, 
so if other uses can be 
found to attract people 
during quiet periods they 
have to be embraced. 

“Motor home and 
campervan users are a 
new group we could at¬ 
tract to Weymouth if we 
make it enticing enough 
for them. The local econ¬ 
omy does not grow un¬ 
less we improve the 
product, evolve and keep 
on evolving.” 

Wyke Regis county and 
borough councillor Kate 
Wheller thanked Mr 
Mills for his idea and 
said: “During discus¬ 
sions with a number of 
campervan owners ear¬ 
lier in the year I was told 
about this facility in 
many European coun¬ 
tries which provides a 
link up with electricity 
etc. Owners told me that 
they would gladly pay 
for the convenience.” 


Storage units raided

Training scheme begins 
for family charity helpers 


A DORCHESTER-based charity 
which helps support parents in their 
homes is about to start a training 
course for new volunteers. 

The volunteers work alongside 
families with young children in the 
Dorchester, Weymouth and Portland 
areas, making weekly visits to help 
those who have children, or at least 
one child, under the age of five. 

Their role is to provide friendship, 
advice and practical support as well 
as a “listening ear”. 

Home-Start West Dorset has re¬ 
cruited new volunteers who are par¬ 
ents or have parenting experience 
and are able to offer between two and 
three hours a week to support a fam¬ 
ily in need. 


“Our Volunteer Preparation Course 
is the route into becoming a home- 
visiting volunteer with Home-Start 
West Dorset and will provide you 
with the foundation of knowledge re¬ 
quired for this role. 

“The course provides a challenging 
and holistic view on the role of a vol¬ 
unteer and the varied support we pro¬ 
vide to our families. It is a 
recognised course and you have the 
option of obtaining accreditation to 
Level 1 or Level 2 while completing 
the course by submitting work along¬ 
side your classroom based learning,” 
said a spokesperson for the service. 

The course, which starts at Pound- 
bury on Wednesday, October 2nd, in¬ 
volves 40 hours of training delivered 


over 10 weeks. 

Earlier this year 12 new volunteers 
were trained and between April and 
the end of July nine families were 
matched with volunteers. 

Over the past year 66 fa mi lies have 
been supported with a total of 167 
children benefiting. 

The charity is also looking for help 
in other ways - including fundraisers 
who can organise activities with help 
and support from the Home-Start 
staff.

Become a minibus driver volunteer 


FREE minibus driver training is being offered for those 
who will later be able to spare some time for Dorset com¬ 
munity groups. 

A couple of places are available on day courses starting 
on either October 2nd or the 9th in Blandford, run by 
Dorset Community Transport. 

The training is being offered as part of the POPP pro¬ 
gramme to improve access to transport within rural 
Dorset by developing Neighbour Car schemes across the 
county, a minibus directory and a register of volunteer 
drivers. 

The MiDAS qualified Minibus Driver Training takes 
place on both days between 9.30am and 2.30pm and will 
include driver licensing, driving for safety and economy, 
walk-round checks, reversing and manoeuvring, minibus 
law, fitness to drive, breakdowns, collisions and emer¬ 


gency evacuation. 

“If you undertake the training we will ask that you agree 
to be included in a ‘Volunteer Driver Directory’ and you 
might then be approached by groups to drive a minibus 
for them at some point in the future, on a ‘one-off’ basis,” 
said Sue Warr from Dorset POPP. 

The theory part of the course lasts up to five hours and 
the driving assessment two hours, with the theory on one 
day and the assessment on a separate day. 

Those taking he course will have to sit a multiple choice 
test on the theory assessment with a required 80 per cent 
pass mark and an individual driving assessment. 

Successful drivers are awarded the Standard Midas cer¬ 
tificate, which is valid for four years. 

All drivers are provided with a MiDAS Handbook.

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Water repair works will cause coast road disruption

COMMUTERS will face 
serious disruption when 
work is carried out to re¬ 
place an Abbotsbury 
water main which has 
burst twenty-two times in 
the last 17 years. 

The Wessex Water proj¬ 
ect is due to start on Jan¬ 
uary 6th, 2014, and could 
last 12 weeks, although 
the company hopes to fin¬ 
ish before that. 

Two teams of engineers 
will start in the centre of 
the village at the junction 
of Market Street and 
Rodden Row with one 
team working east to¬ 
wards Weymouth and the 
other west towards Brid- 
port. 

WW design engineer 
Alan Marler said the age¬ 
ing water main lies be¬ 


neath the B3157 in West 
Street, Market Street and 
Rodden Row, narrow 
road which must be 
closed for safety reasons 
during work. 

He added: “We realise 
that this is going to be ex¬ 
tremely disruptive, so we 
will be working as fast as 
possible using an innova¬ 
tive technique known as 
‘pipe bursting’. 

“This takes a new sec¬ 
tion of pipe and inserts it 
within the old main 
which is broken off and 
removed by machinery as 
the new main is laid. This 
technique uses a series of 
pits along the road and is 


twice as fast as trench 
digging.” 

But even this cutting 
edge approach means Ab¬ 
botsbury will have no 
through traffic during this 
period because the road 
between Glebe Close and 
West Street will still need 
to be closed in both direc¬ 
tions during work. 

Extensive talks between 
WW and Dorset County 
Council have seen the au¬ 
thority’s highways de¬ 
partment recommend 
using a diversion route 
which will take through 
traffic from Weymouth 
north to the Dorchester 
Football Club roundabout 


and then up the A35 to 
Winterbourne Abbas and 
on to Bridport. 

There will be no diver¬ 
sion for residents’ traffic 
which will have 24-hour 
access to Abbotsbury 
right through the works 
while village businesses 
will be open as usual. 

Buses from Weymouth 
will terminate at the vil¬ 
lage car park while those 
from Bridport will stop at 
Abbotsbury Sub-Tropical 
Gardens. WW will then 
arrange free courtesy 
shuttle buses into Abbots¬ 
bury from both bus 
points. 

Mr Marler said: “This 
work is essential if we are 
to maintain reliable water 
supplies to people and 
businesses in Abbotsbury.

First aider's skills called into action 


A TRAINEE first aider is asking more 
people to learn how to save lives and join 
St John Ambulance in Weymouth after he 
helped a patient with potentially serious 
injuries at a football match. 

Jake Brewer, 24, joined the nation’s lead¬ 
ing first aid charity in May after experience 
of volunteering with other organisations. 

His skills came into play on August 20th 
when a footballer from Frome was injured 
35 seconds into Weymouth FC’s first 
match of the season. 

The player had collided with the brick 
wall and metal post that surrounds the pitch 
at the Bob Lucas Stadium. He was uncon¬ 
scious and Jake was among the St John 
Ambulance volunteers called to help. 

Together with club physiotherapists and 
a local doctor, the volunteers looked after 
the patient until an ambulance arrived, then 
helped paramedics move him onto a spinal 
board and transport him to Dorchester Hos¬ 
pital. 

It was Jake’s first public duty with St 
John Ambulance - exactly one month after 
he successfully completed his trainee first 
aider course. He moved to Weymouth from 
Bristol with his partner and daughter in 
2010 . 

Jake said: “This was the first time I had 
dealt with a patient who had a possible se¬ 
rious spinal injury, so it was pretty daunt¬ 
ing.

“I was worried I would freeze but I just 
got on with it. Potentially, you are playing 
with someone’s life, so you have to help. 

“This type of injury is one of the worst 
types you can be faced with because the 
patient could be paralysed, but I’m glad I 
was able to do my bit and I feel a lot more 
confident in my first aid skills now.” 

Jake, who is a full time carer added: 
“Some people are just ‘take take take’ but 
I like to give something back, so I joined 
St John Ambulance. 

“I hope my experience encourages more 
people to learn first aid, or join our unit in 
Weymouth, because the more people who 
can be the difference between a life lost 
and life saved, the better.” 

The town’s unit manager, Julie Dean, 
said: “Within one minute of play, Jake was 
dealing with an unconscious patient who 
had been seriously injured, calling for the 
ambulance and assisting with treatment 
and care, so his training in the classroom 
situation paid off. 

“Working with me and our fellow vol¬ 
unteer, first aider Laura Hamilton, Jake 
stayed calm and did incredibly well. I’m 
very proud of him.” 

St John Ambulance is running a first aid

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Council backs garage 
demolition proposals 

PLANNERS have gone against their officers'advice and 
approved the demolition of several garages in Wey¬ 
mouth so two semi-detached homes can be built in 
their place. 

A similar application was refused last year on grounds 
of "overdevelopment"and members of Weymouth and 
Portland planning committee were recommended to 
refuse the latest scheme on almost the same grounds. 

But members voted 6-4 against that recommenda¬ 
tion, deciding instead to back approval for the scheme 
subject to conditions including materials, landscaping 
and parking. 

Councillor Christine James said:"I actually don't think 
this scheme is that bad. How are architectural plans 
ever to evolve if we say they have to go away and come 
back with something similar to what is already there?" 

Vice-chairman Councillor Kevin Hodder said members 
had visited the site, wanted it developed and he 
couldn't see a problem with two homes. 

He added: "It really boils down to whether you like 
that design or not." 

Not everyone agreed and Councillor Anne Kenwood 
said:"I don't like it. I think it is overdevelopment. I think 
it is cramped and a lost opportunity to build a good sin¬ 
gle dwelling." 

Councillor Margaret Leicester said: "I think we should 
refuse this because I do not think what is proposed fits 
in with the street scene at all." 

But the meeting then narrowly voted to support the 
scheme.

Livi 
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Youngsters restore garden to former glory 


WEYMOUTH District Beaver Scout Colony has re¬ 
stored the back yard at Westham Community Centre 
with help from more than a dozen student members of 
a local National Citizen Service group. 

Beaver scout leader Sue Carter said they, the students 
and two adults leaders all pulled together and com¬ 
pleted the transformation in just five days after a lot of 
hard preliminary work on the site in Newstead Road. 

She added: “It is now fantastic and has already been 
used by four groups in the two weeks since it was 
handed over to us.” 

Sue explained that they were working towards their 
Environment Badge and, because the colony is a stand 
alone group, they worked for and with the community 
to restore the yard at the back of the former church 
where they meet into a garden so the beavers and a tod¬ 
dler group can play and adults can find some peace. 

She added: “As well as the ‘yard to garden’ project 
we hope to be planting trees, along Cockles Lane, as 


part of the work towards this badge. 

“The beavers have already been weeding and planted 
plants and seeds in pots as well as doing a drawing each 
of what they would like the garden to look like. 

“Young people are so often grumbled about but I can 
honestly say that I have never seen so many youngsters 
working so hard and with so much enthusiasm. They 
were all very keen and have done an absolutely fantas¬ 
tic job. 

“The church was bombed during the war and when 
the church was rebuilt in the early 1950s the rubble was 
never cleared away it was just pushed to one side. When 
I asked about turning the yard into a garden it was con¬ 
sidered too expensive to move the rubble and too dan¬ 
gerous to do anything else with so I was not too sure 
what to do about it. 

“We had started clearing the brambles off the rubble 
but by the time it was finished by the students we could 
not recognise it - no weeds or brambles anywhere. 


“Yes the bricks are still there but decking, donated by 
one of the Beaver parents, has been put up over the 
slope at one end and on it is a wonderful seating area 
with a sunshade.

“One of the students had his legs shaved to raise even 
more money towards the garden and I am still drooling 
at the wonderful tea party they made for everyone that 
visited the garden on the final handover. 

“There are still some things that the beavers can do 
but we will never forget what has been done for us by 
the young people of Weymouth, Portland, Dorchester, 
Bridport and the surrounding areas.” 

She also thanked a variety of individuals, groups and 
businesses for their help and support with the project.

A PIONEERING service to help 
people with dementia and memory 
loss has been launched in Dorset. 

East Boro Housing Trust is offer¬ 
ing home from home respite for suf¬ 
ferers and carers and is now looking 
for host in Weymouth, Portland and 
several other areas. 

The organisation is recruiting peo¬ 
ple across the county to host small 
daily social groups in their own 
homes.

The service, which is called Home 
from Home, was initially developed 


by East Boro on behalf of 
Bournemouth Borough Council and 
the Borough of Poole.

Sam Way, East Boro’s Home from 
Home co-ordinator, explained: “De¬ 
mentia and memory loss can be ex¬ 
tremely distressing and isolating. 
Our Home from Home service gives 
people the opportunity to chat, make 
new friends and enjoy activities in a 
supportive and caring environment. 

“At Home from Home we treat 
people as people, not as sufferers and 
at all times we encourage them to be 
as independent as possible. 


“The service is also great for carers 
as it gives them a break and oppor¬ 
tunity to do the things they need to 
do, safe in the knowledge the person 
they care for is being supported by a 
host. 

“This sort of respite is crucial for 
all involved and it can really make a 
positive difference to people’s lives. 

Hosts will welcome up to four peo¬ 
ple aged 55 and over into their 
homes between 9am and 3pm on 
week days. There they provide a 
range of person-centred activities, as 
well as a two-course lunch and re¬ 
freshments .

Killer whales, bears and snakes...only in Canada 



W ITH one majestic surge the 
killer whale powered out 
of the sea with a luckless 
seal in its mouth before crashing 
back in a cloud of spray. 

Each year tourists flock to British 
Columbia to go orca sightseeing, but 
it is extremely rare to be close 
enough to see these wolves of the sea 
make a kill. 

It wasn’t pretty but this was nature 
in the raw with one of the planet’s 
most powerful predators in action - 
the giant bull’s dorsal fin was six feet 
high - and it was an incredibly im¬ 
pressive incident. 

Despite that, it was only one natu¬ 
ral highlight during a wonderful hol¬ 
iday to British Columbia in Western 
Canada that also included snakes, 
humming birds, deer, eagles, musk 
rat, quail, humpback whales, chip¬ 
munks, blue jays, black squirrels and 
sea otters. 

We’d flown in to Vancouver, met 
the friend we would stay with and 
then caught the ferry out to Vancou¬ 
ver Island. 

Almost before I knew it we were 
bowling along surrounded by majes¬ 


tic tree covered mountains past pic¬ 
turesque lakes with evidence every¬ 
where of the country’s logging 
heritage. 

We packed an incredible amount 
into the holiday from local markets 
and crafts to a visit to Cathedral 
Grove where giant trees already cen¬ 
turies old when Magna Carta was 
signed in 1215 towered up to 247ft 
above our heads. 

Wineries and cideries were toured 
and we went to the island’s capital, 
Victoria, to walk round its pictur¬ 
esque harbour area and visit the main 
museum to see a fascinating artefact- 
packed exhibition chronicling 
Amundsen and the ill-fated Captain 
Scott’s attempts to reach the South 
Pole first. 

Scott’s poignant letter noting that 
“the end cannot be long now” made 
a great impression as did other mu¬ 
seum sections on everything from 
natural history to native peoples and 
some incredible totem poles. 

Butchart Gardens entranced us 
with stunning summer colours and 
some fantastic floral displays, we 
watched a sea otter catch and eat a 


fish at Cowichan Bay near where we 
were staying and saw spectacular 
sunsets while enjoying a glass of the 
local porter. 

All this and barely half the holiday 
gone, but things just got better and 
better. 

We trekked through forest to visit 
the 144ft Kinsoll Trestle north of 
Shawnigan Lake, the largest wooden 


trestle in the Commonwealth and one 
of the highest wooden railway tres¬ 
tles in the world, being slightly star¬ 
tled along the way by garter snakes 
shooting across our path! 

There was also a visit to the BC 
Forest Discovery Centre museum to 
see logging history brought to life 
with old machinery and photographs 
going back more than a century be¬ 


fore going out that night for a sump¬ 
tuous meal at Steeples restaurant. 

One unusual visit was to a tea farm 
tucked away between Victoria and 
Nanaimo off the Trans Canada High¬ 
way while we enjoyed relaxing days 
strolling along lake shores, exploring 
forest trails or just relaxing in village 
pubs by little harbours, watching life 
go by while sipping one of the rich 
local beers. 

Soon it was time to catch the ferry 
back to Vancouver and the mainland 
where we headed way north into 
wilderness country for a night in a 
motor home parked overlooking 
Logan Lake. You keep your door 
locked out there because of bears and 
by dawn we had mountain lion tracks 
within a hundred yards of our camp¬ 
site! 

The final part of our stay was three 
nights in Vancouver where we 
bought a Big Bus pass which enabled 
us to hop on and hop off wherever 
we wanted. 

We first toured the entire down¬ 
town area to get our bearings before 
joining a tour of Stanley Park with its 
trees, gardens and aquarium. 


There was also a chance to go 
shopping in the Granville Island 
complex and we also toured China¬ 
town before stopping off at Gastown 
to see its famous steam clock strike 
4pm with great plumes of steam. 

Night meant top class restaurants 
with top class food, Milestones prob¬ 
ably being our favourite. It was ex¬ 
pensive but not crippling and we had 
great fun seeing the city’s different 
face. 

Other snapshots included the sea¬ 
plane terminal where we watched 
plane after plane zip across the water 
into the air, the iconic Olympic caul¬ 
dron and several impressive bridges. 

All too soon we had to fly home 
but there was still time to enjoy huge 
wood carvings and a giant aquarium 
at Vancouver Airport which also 
boasts a stream running over pebbles 
and little waterfalls, hardly standard 
concourse decoration. 

A lovely surprise awaited us when 
we got home as our zodiac captain 
who had taken us out to see killer 
whales had emailed us pictures from 
the trip. Striking memories of a per¬ 
fect holiday.

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Atlantic adventure for novice sailor

THE Bay of Biscay pro¬ 
vided the setting for an 
Atlantic adventure when 
a senior cadet from Wey¬ 
mouth’s Budmouth Col¬ 
lege Combined Cadet 
Force tackled rough seas 
to achieve her Competent 
Crew Award. 

Cadet RSM Dervla Ire¬ 
land, studying at Bud¬ 
mouth Sixth Form, was 
one member of a crew 
comprising of ten cadets 
and four adults who set 
off on an attempt to sail 
the Bay of Biscay. 

The crossing is famed 
for its stormy Atlantic 
seas and with many 
yachting novices on 
board, it was set to be dif¬ 
ficult. 

The challenge started 
from Fa Coruna in Spain 
and finished at Brest in 
France. 

The yacht was the Ad¬ 
venture 67 which had al¬ 
ready undertaken many 
successful training voy¬ 
ages including several 
Atlantic crossings. 

On arrival the cadets 
were first taught the basic 
drills of rigging the sails, 
navigating, ropework and 
safety drills. 

To achieve their compe¬ 
tency award, it was vital 
that all of the crew could 
complete every task such 


as the helming and navi¬ 
gating of the boat. 

The crew was split into 
two sections, blue and red 
watch, and these teams 
then worked together 
throughout the voyage. 

After becoming accus¬ 
tomed to the skills re¬ 
quired, the crew set off 
on a short 20 nautical 
mile trip to learn how to 
sail the boat. 

This was all completed 
successfully and so, on 
the fourth day, the main 


expedition began. 

Several sections of the 
journey required night 
sailing, so the watches al¬ 
ternated every four hours 
to ensure some sleep was 
had! 

The Bay of Biscay pro¬ 
duced many wonderful 
sights including pods of 
dolphins and historical 
coastal landmarks, which 
all added to the enjoy¬ 
ment of the trip. 

Eight days and 700 
nautical miles later they 


arrived in Brest, having 
conquered rough condi¬ 
tions and some very dif¬ 
ficult pilotage. 

Cadet RSM Ireland 
said of the trip: “It was a 
fantastic yet challenging 
experience, requiring 
each of us to work as a 
team in order to success¬ 
fully reach por. 

“This became espe¬ 
cially hard when half of 
the crew went down with 
sea sickness.” 

She added that the sail¬ 


ing course is just one of 
many available to stu¬ 
dents at Budmouth. 
Cadets have also under¬ 
taken courses in flying, 
diving, electronics, glid¬ 
ing and adventure train¬ 
ing. 

Such experiences allow 
the young people to de¬ 
velop their skills and 
leadership potential as 
well as providing valu¬ 
able experiences to en¬ 
hance their future 
careers.

Fire service warns of gas dangers 


DORSET Fire and Rescue Service has supported 
Gas Safety Week - with the message that danger¬ 
ous gas work can kill. 

The service say that badly fitted and poorly serv¬ 
iced gas appliances cause gas leaks, fires, explo¬ 
sions and carbon monoxide poisoning. 

In the last year, 333 people were injured and four 
people died as a result of gas related incidents. 

Kate Huelin, Prevention Manager at Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service said:"We would particularly like 
to remind Dorset residents about the dangers of 
Carbon Monoxide. 

"It is an extremely poisonous gas, which does kill. 
Fitting an approved CO alarm in your home will 
give you an early warning that Carbon Monoxide 
is present. It should be tested regularly, and if it ac¬ 
tivates you should evacuate immediately." 

She added: "The most common symptoms of CO 
poisoning include headaches, dizziness, tiredness 
and nausea. These symptoms are often mistaken 


for flu, viruses of even food poisoning." 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service has some simple 
messages for preventing CO poisoning in your 
home: 

• Make sure appliances are installed and main¬ 
tained by a professional 

• Keep chimney flues free from blockages 

• Ensure your home has enough ventilation and 
airbricks are not blocked. 

• Fit and regularly test a Carbon Monoxide alarm 
approved to BS EN 50291 

• If your alarm activates, or you suspect there is 
Carbon Monoxide in the air, evacuate everyone 
outside to fresh air. 

• Go to your doctor or in an emergency call for 
an ambulance.

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'Places of safety'needed 


Fire service advice and 
news at your fingertips 


DORSET’S Police and Crime Commissioner has called 
for more support to help keep people with mental health 
problems out of police cells. 

It is estimated that police officers across the county 
spend one in five of their working hours dealing with peo¬ 
ple who suffer from mental illness. Many end up in police 
cells for their own safety because there is few other places 
for them to go. 

Martyn Underhill says the time officers spend dealing 
with people who need treatment, rather than arrest is time 
they are not on patrol, being visible and reassuring the 
public. 

He has called on the Home Secretary to make changes 
to the law so that fewer people are detained by the police 
under the Mental Health Act, Section 136. 

He said that a BBC Panorama documentary highlighted 
just how common it was for people to be taken into police 
custody for their own safety because the National Health 
Service is unable to cope in assessing or housing people 
in crisis. 

“I will never accept that a police cell is a suitable place 
for a person in crisis. 

“In Dorset and across the country, the NHS needs to pro¬ 
vide enough suitable ‘places of safety’ in every area,” said 
Mr Underhill. 

He has also endorsed the plan to test the policy of having 
mental health professionals out on the beat with police of¬ 
ficers. 

“It is important for us to build a closer relationship be¬ 
tween the NHS and the Police, which I will continue to 
lobby for in the weeks and months ahead,” he said. 

Mr Underhill says the county force is already doing well 
with people who have mental health issues and also com¬ 
mit crime - as opposed to those who are detained for their 
own, or others, safety. 

“Dorset is ahead of the game in relation to this. We have 
mental health professionals working in our cellblocks to 
help support and assess those who are brought into cus¬ 
tody.” 

The Police and Crime Commissioner says that it is now 
widely accepted that more training is needed for the police 
on identifying mental health issues; that there should be 
more assessment of individuals on the street, often as a 
joint police/health team and that there should be an in¬ 
creased role for the NHS with more facilities and funding. 


DORSET Fire and Rescue Service have launched a 
brand new website today, which focuses on making 
Dorset’s communities safer from fire. 

The new site has been designed so that users can eas¬ 
ily access the information they need, when they need 
it - whether it’s a local business needing fire safety 
advice, or a member of the public interested in what’s 
happening at their local fire station. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue Service want to help make 
the communities of Dorset safer and the site focuses 
on just that. 

There is a new postcode search facility which means 
in one place communities can find information about 
the team on their local fire station, what events and 
initiatives the staff are involved in, latest incidents the 
crews are attending and performance information for 
each station. 

On top of this, users can contribute to the safety of 
their community through safety advice and recruit¬ 
ment opportunities. 

Vikki Shearing, Head of Information Management 
said: “We wanted to provide our communities with a 
site that met their needs and makes them safer - we 
know that our users want information about incidents 


we attend, what’s going on in their area, what jobs are 
available and how to keep safe. 

“Increasingly, they want to do this through mobile 
devices and social media. 

“By working with a Bournemouth based company, 
Thinking Juice, we have developed a site that re¬ 
sponds to these needs and the end result is something 
we are really proud of. “Please let us know what you 
think of the new site so that we can continue to make 
improvements.” 

The new site will see the launch of an “e-recruit- 
ment” system which means that potential recruits can 
now search for vacancies, receive alerts and apply for 
jobs with the fire service online. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue are making the most of new 
technologies available to them, with links to thier so¬ 
cial media channels, the site is mobile friendly and 
there are video and blogs to help promote and get 
Dorset residents involved in the work they do.

Philip Clouts Quartet to play 

THE Philip Clouts Quartet bring their uplifting 
mix of jazz, funk and world music to Bridport Arts 
Centre on Friday, October 4th.. 

Following on from the success of their previous 
release'Sennen Cove'the band will be playing se¬ 
lections from the new CD The Hour of Pearl' 

Composer/pianist Philip Clouts'career has in¬ 
cluded playing at Ronnie Scotts, Symphony Hall, 
and Glastonbury and Womad festivals. Clouts is 
steeped both in the music of his native South 
Africa and in a diverse range of world music 
which he has explored to critical acclaim with his 
larger outfit ZubopGambia (featuring BBC World 
Music award winner Juldeh Camara) and which 
continue to inspire his compositions. 

The quartet features saxophonist Carlos Lopez- 
Real from the London F-IRE Collective whom 
Dave Liebman says 'plays with a sound that 
comes from his soul.'Drummer Jon Desbruslais is 
a recent addition to the quartet who brings a 
fresh vitality due to his vast experience of playing 
Latin music in such bands as Viva La Revolucion! 
and Son de Cuba. Completing the rhythm sec¬ 
tion on double bass is Alex Keen who works on 
the London scene with Tim Whitehead and Jim 
Mullen. 

The new CD The Hour of Pearl takes its title 
from a poetic extract from Cannery Row, a novel 
by the American author John Steinbeck:"a time 
of great peace, a deserted time, a little era of 
rest...the interval between day and night when 
time stops and examines itself." 

Philip explains how he came upon the title: "I 
wrote the title track on a very wintry morning, 
and originally had the idea of a title involving the 
snowfall that I could see out of my window. Then 


I realised it was the quality of the early morning 
light that had really inspired the piece. When I 
read the passage in Steinbeck's book, which in¬ 
cidentally is much lighter and more humorous 
than one might expect compared to his other 
works, it really seemed to sum up what I had 
been experiencing when I wrote the title track; 
other pieces on the album have an equally 
strong sense of times of day or night, like 'As 
Evening Falls'and 'Nyasa Lullaby', so Steinbeck's 
explorations touched on this for me as well. And 
I found other themes in the book resonated with 
the sense of'home'with which I approached the 
gospel feeling of the track'On West Hill"' 

The music ranges from lilting calypso to driving 
Latin American grooves, hypnotic swirling 
melodies, klezmer, township rhythms and 
gospel. Only just released, the Hour of Pearl has 
already been played on BBC national radio and 
is attracting a buzz in the music press. 

Saxophonist Lopez-Real is a professor at Lon¬ 
don's Guildhall School of Music and he will be of¬ 
fering a workshop in the afternoon to the 
Woodroffe School Junior Jazz Band who will play 
a curtain raiser to start the evening off.

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Geology Lecture at 
Dorset County Museum 

In Wallace's Footsteps by Robert Hall, Royal Holloway University of London 


ALFRED Russel Wallace 
was arguably the great¬ 
est tropical naturalist of 
the 19th century and a 
co-founder (with 
Charles Darwin) of the 
Theory of Evolution by 
Natural Selection. He 
was not a geologist but 
he certainly appreciated 
the role of geology in 
influencing the distribu¬ 
tions of animals and 
plants. He was the first 
to recognise the divi¬ 
sion which today bears 
his name, the Wallace 
Line, which separates Australian and Asian faunas. 

This area is the collision zone between Australia 
and SE Asia and has seen the most significant 
changes in the distribution of land and sea in the 
last few million years. 45 million years ago Australia 
began to move rapidly north. About 20 million years 
later it finally collided with Indonesia and the colli¬ 
sion continues today leading to the creation of a fas¬ 


cinating landscape of 
high mountains and 
deep basins 
Wallace travelled ex¬ 
tensively in the Malay 
Archipelago with local 
guides using small 
boats. Despite the im¬ 
pact of the modern 
world many parts of the 
region are still much as 
Wallace saw them in the 
19th century. In his lec¬ 
ture Robert Hall will il¬ 
lustrate some of the 
places Wallace visited, 
outline the history of 
this geologically dynamic region, and offer some 
suggestions as to why it may act as a major control 
of the global climate and contain the most diverse 
biota on Earth. 

This lecture takes place at 7pm on Wednesday, Oc¬ 
tober 9th. Entry is free and the doors are open from 
6.30pm.

Speedy Lee smashes his own Manor Hill record 


MIKE Lee set the Manor Farm hill 
record at the inaugural meeting two 
years ago, and returned to the Char- 
mouth course this weekend for the 
two View From sponsored events to 
claim two wins and set a new course 
record in his OMS 2000M racing car. 

Lee was in a class of his own in the 
Woolbridge Motor Club events, the 
Suzuki powered OMS providing the 
perfect balance of speed and agility 
for previous British Leaders Champion 
to showcase his skills, taking the pres¬ 
tigious Fastest Time of the Day award 
in both events. 

In the Saturday meeting it was 2012 
victor Dave Sims who mounted the 
fastest challenge recording a 27.09 in 
his two-litre Ralt RT33/34. 

The following day it was another 
Ralt, this time the older RT3 version of 
John Burton that ran the overall victor 
closest. Burton, like Sims, was contest¬ 


ing the 1600-2000cc Racing car class 
and again like Sims took class honours 
with a best climb of 26.62 seconds. 

It was only during the Sunday meet¬ 
ing that Lee found the pace to break 
the outright hill record and set a new 
benchmark of 25.13, eclipsing his pre¬ 
vious record by half a second. 

The on-track action was intense 
throughout the two meetings with 
new class records being set on twenty 
five occasions. 

Charminster driver Rod Thorne was 
amongst those re-writing the record 
book. 

Flaving taken the season off, the 
garage proprietor made the View 
From events his first drive of the year 
with the mighty five-litre V8 Rover 
powered Pilbeam MP43 sports racer. 

It did not take long for him to return 
to form with a new over 1800cc Sports 
Libre record on his first official climb 


on Saturday with a time of 27.62 sec¬ 
onds. 

An off-course excursion on his sec¬ 
ond run prevented any further im¬ 
provement but his class win was 
secure as Andrew Forsyth, who was 
guest driver for the weekend, became 
accustomed to his steed. 

The following day saw Forsyth pick¬ 
ing up the pace when he took an early 
lead, in addition to a record, with a 
27.30 second ascent. 

The car's owner was not to be de¬ 
nied however and retaliated with a 
time of 26.90 seconds to take the win 
and another new record. 

Honiton motor technician Robert 
Thomson contested the Road-Going 
Series production (1400-1800cc) cat¬ 
egory with hisVauxhall Nova and like 
Thorne soon became embroiled in a 
battle which netted a new class 
record. 


The hard charging Jonathan Wright 
(Volkswagen Golf GTi) kept Thompson 
honest all weekend, obliging the Gen¬ 
eral Motors pilot to set a new record 
of 30.57 seconds during the Saturday 
event; bettering Wright's existing 
mark by seven hundredths of a sec¬ 
ond. 

On Sunday Thompson lowered his 
own record on both runs to leave it at 
29.90 seconds and clinch victory. 

Lyme Regis driver Craig Moore was 
once again dominant in the rally car 
class repelling the challenge of Vaux- 
hall Corsa driver Forrest Eyles on both 
days and regaining his class record 
with a 29.08 second final climb. 

Although unable to regain his class 
record Modified Specialist Production 
Car driver Geoff Blake took a brace of 
class wins in the two-litre Vauxhall 
powered Westfield SEi he campaigns 
with his father Graham.
